PF Oters of flounder, cod, or

Melt, 2 tablespoons butter 
in a saucepan, stir in 2 tablespoons 
flour and add enough of the liquid 
in which the fish was cooked to 
make a sauce. Heat the fish in this 
for 5 minutés. Arrange the nood- 
les in a deep baking dish and ar- 
rahge the fillets on top. Pour the 
Sauce over all and bake in a hot 
oven for 10 minutes. 
Salmon Pie 

Salmon pie makes a delicious 
luncheon ofr supper dish. Make . 
sauce from 2 tablespoons butter, 4 
tablespoons flour, 1 teaspoon salt 
and % teaspoon pepper blended 
together. Add 2 cups of. milk a 
little at a time and stir until 
smooth and thick. Butter a cas- 
serole and into this put 2 cups of 
flaked red salmon and 144 cups of 
cooked peas. Mix lightly together 
or arrange in 3 or 4 layers and 
pour the sauce over them. Top 
with fluffy mashed potatoes pressed 
through a pastry tube to give the 
pie an attractive appearance. 
Brown in a moderate oven. 

Pineapple Sponge 

A suitable dessert for a fish 
mea] is often a problem to cooks 
who have had little experience in 
menu - making. The pineapple 
sponge in the first menu is an ex- 
cellent choice. It is light and fluffy 
and tart enough in flavor to add 
interest to the meal.

The course

A history 
of women, as 
the course was 
then’ planned, 
was finally changed to this new 
History of Civilization, “with spe- 
cial emphasis on the :part played 
by women.” It was.found neces- 
sary to make the change begause 
the interests of mer and yee 
from tithe immeniorial hai én 
too inter-related to attempt a his- 
tory of each separately. 

One of the truths gleaned 
from a discussion of the course: is 
that woman should strive to make 
a place for herself, instead of at- 
tempting to eee man’s place. 

Imitation may be sincere. flat- 
tery, but it doesn’t spell progréss 
for the imitator. That women have 
confused equality. with similarity 
is the point made by Dr. V, T, 
Thayer, educational director of 
the school, who says: 

“The great women’s colleges 
duplicate the work of the colleges 
for men on the theory of equality. 
We do not deny equality, but we 
do maintain that equality need 
not mean similarity. A thorough- 
going search for historical light on 
the spheres in which women’s in- 
fluence and special. capacities can 
best be exercised both for her own 
highest development and for thé 
good of society as a whole.”
